ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 


The  Chair  was  occupied  by  Pro.  Hugh  Bell,  g.t.,  d.m.  No.  1,  and 
the  Vice-Chair  by  Bro.  Rev.  Robert  Oswald,  d.g.c,  d.m.  No.  3. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Bro.  Rev.  Canon 
Smyth,  d  g.c.,  and  a  portion  of  the  Scriptures  read  by  Bro.  Rev.  L.  A. 
Pooler,  d.g.c. 

The  minutes  of  the  half-yearly  meeting  held  in  Hillsborough  on 
11th  November,  1896,  were  read  and  confirmed. 

Apologies  were  received  and  accepted  from  Bros.  Lord  Arthur  Hill, 
MP.,  G.M.,  Colonel  Thomas  Waring,  M.P.,  D.G.M.,  Rev.  Canon  Crozier, 
D.D.  GC,  William  Johnston,  M.P.,  G.S.,  Rev.  Henry  Vereker,  D.GC., 
Rev  T.  W.  Clarendon,  d.g.c,  Rev.  Canon  Duke,  d.g  c  ,  Rev.  Joseph 
Quinn,  D.G.C.,  Rev.  John  Connell,  d.g.c,  Major  R.  H.  Wallace,  A.D.G.S., 
Major  J.  IN.  Blackwood  Price,  D.D  M.  No.  5,  James  M'Clelland  DS. 
No.  10,  C.  W.  Dunbar  Buller,  D  L.,  d.d.m.  No.  11,  Rev.  PL  W.  Lett, 
D.c  No.  10,  Rev.  W.  C.  Barker,  d.m.  No.  17,  E.  H.  C.  Biggar,  M.C.C. 

Bro.  William  Orr,  d  m.  No.  9,  proposed,  Bro.  T.  R.  Lavery, 
d.m.  No,  4,  seconded,  and  it  was  resolved  : 

"  That  the  members  of  the  County  Down  Grand  Orange  Lodge 
feel  very  much  dissatisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  the  installation 
ceremony  sent  forward  by  them  has  been  treated  by  the  G.O.L  I ,  and 
hereby  urge  the  passing  and  adoption  of  this  much  required  ceremonial," 

The  following  reports  were  read  as  to  the  Bangor  Lodges : 

11  The  deputation  of  County  Down  Grand  Orange  Lodge  attended 
in  Bangor  on  22nd  November,  1895.  Members  :  Bros.  Hugh  Bell, 
John  Forsythe,  and  John  Stuart  (convener).  The  attendance  con- 
sisted of  nineteen  members  of  the  <  >rder,  viz.,  nine  of  Lodge  677,  six  of 
Lodge  964,  and  four  of  Lodge  1885."  The  two  latter  Warrants  were 
cancelled  some  years  ago  for  disobedience  to  the  Superior  Lodge.  The 
attendance  showed  that  the  Orange  Institution  is  at  a  very  low  ebb  by 
what  it  was  some  years  ago.  The  deputation  stated  the  object  that 
brought  them  together,  viz ,  to  find  out  in  what  way  Orangeism  could 
be  revived  in  the  town  of  Bangor.  Nearly  all  present  joined  in  the 
debate,  some  saying  that  a  District  should  be  formed  in  Bangor,  and 
some  members  of  Lodge  No.  677  wanted  to  join  Holywoocj.  District. 
The  deputation  believe  that  it  would  be  for  the  good  of  the  Institution 
that  a  District  should  be  formed  in  Bangor,  consisting  of  the  Bangor, 
Groomsport,  and  Conlig  Lodges.  Being  the  central  polling  station,  it 
would  tend  to  make  the  Conservative  cause  much  stronger,  as  it  is  in 
a  very  bad  state,  and  plenty  of  good  men  and  true  waiting  to  see  the 
above  done,  and  not  till  then  will  they  join  the  ranks  of  the  Order.

COUNTY  DOWN  GRAND  ORANGE  LODGE. 


Bro.  John  Forsythe,  the  other  member  of  the  deputation,  pie- 
sented  the  following  : 

n  An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Bangor  Orangemen  was  held  in 
Bangor  on  22nd  November,  1895.  The  committee  appointed  by  the 
County  Grand  Lodge  at  the  last  meeting  in  November,  1895,  attended, 
viz.,  Bros.  Hugh  Bell,  John  Fstuaft,  and  John  Forsythe.  The  attend- 
ance consisted  of  twenty-one  members  of  the  Order — nine  of  Lodge 
No.  677,  six  of  No.  969,  and  four  of  1885,  and  two  visiting  brethren. 
Bro.  Bell  occupied  the  chair,  and  explained  that  the  object  of  the 
meeting  was  to  hear  their  views  on  how  they  could  restore  Orangeism 
to  its  proper  position  in  Bangor.  The  Chairman  asked  all  in  favour  of 
going  back  to  No.  11  District  to  hold  up  their  right  hand.  There  were 
no  hands  up.  Twelve  voted  against  going  back  to  No.  11.  A  member 
of  Lodge  1885  asked  the  Chairman  why  the  County  Grand  Lodge 
would  not  grant  new  Warrants  to  Lodges  969  and  1885  to  work  in 
No.  14  District.  Bro.  Harvey  proposed,  and  Bro.  Burns  seconded — 
'  That  a  District  be  formed  for  Bangor.'  Four  voted  for  the  motion, 
and  eleven  against ;  four  did  not  vote.  A  member  of  1 885  proposed, 
and  another  Brother  seconded,  that  the  Bangor  Lodges  join  No.  14 
District,  but  the  motion  was  not  put  from  the  chair.  The  Secretary 
of  No.  677,  the  only  Lodge  working  in  Bangor,  reported  that  there 
were  thirty  members  on  the  roll,  and  that  they  had  resolved  that  if 
No.  11  District  did  not  allow  them  to  be  transferred  to  No.  14  District 
that  they  would  hand  in  the  Warrant. 

"Signed,  "John  Forsythe." 

Resolved,  on  the  motion  of  Bro.  J.  Alex.  M'Connell,  d.g.s., 
seconded  by  Bro.  Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler,  d.g.c.  : 

"  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  given  to  Bros.  Bell, 
Stuart,  and  Forsythe  for  the  trouble  taken  by  them  in  this  matter, 
and  indeed  in  all  that  concerns  the  welfare  of  our  Institution  ;  but  as 
there  appears  to  be  a  want  of  obedience  and  regard  for  the  principles 
of  the  Orange  Order  exhibited  by  the  Bangor  brethren,  no  further 
action  be  taken." 

It  was  reported  that  the  key  of  the  School-house  held  by  L.O.L. 
255,  District  10,  had  been  handed  over  to  Bro.  Rev.  J.  Davison  Cowan 
(who  was  authorised  by  the  Grand  Master  to  receive  it)  on  the  30th 
November,  1895.  The  threat  of  suspension  against  Lodge  255  was 
therefore  withdrawn. 

It  was  further  reported  that  Bro.  Thomas  Nicholson  had  handed 
over  the  Banner  of  LO.L.  490  to  the  District  Master  of  No.  Ifi,  and 
that  the  expulsion  was  therefore  cancelled, 
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Resolved,  on  the  proposition  of  Bro.  J.  Alex.  M'Connell,  d.g.s., 
seconded  by  Bro.  John  Forsythe,  d  m.  No.  1 4-  : 

"  That,  as  the  Orange  Institution  has  a  Government  in  office  sup- 
posed to  be  friendly  to  the  Institution,  the  time  has  arrived  to  ask  for 
an  Act  of  Parliament  granting  the  incorporation  of  the  Orange  Institu- 
tion, and  that  the  G.O.L.I.  are  hereby  asked  to  take  the  necessary 
steps  to  have  this  carried  out ;  and  that  the  members  of  the  County 
Down  Grand  Orange  Lodge  desire  to  express  feelings  of  dissatisfaction 
at  the  cavalier  manner  in  which  a  resolution  of  similar  character  was 
treated  in  December  last  by  the  G.O.L.I." 

An  application  for  the  renewal  of  Warrant  of  L.O.L  334;  No.  3 
District,  in  the  name  of  Bro.  James  Edgar,  was  granted. 

A  similar  application  for  L  O.L.  879,  No.  3.  District,  in  the  name 
of  Bro.  Joseph  M'Cracken,  was  granted. 

Renewal  of  Warrant  of  L.O.L.  1455,  No.  3  District,  in  the  name 
of  Bro.  John  Armstrong,  was  also  granted. 

Bye-laws  of  L.O.L.  991,  No.  4  District,  were  amended  and 
approved  of. 

Application  to  change  the  name  of  L.O.L.  991  to  "  Ards  Prospect 
Total  Abstinence  L.O.L."  was  disapproved  of. 

The  application  of  Orphan  John  Joshua  Bell,  No.  8  District,  was 
recommended  to  the  Enniskillen  Memorial  Orphan  Fund 

An  application  for  the  renewal  of  Warrant  725,  No.  10  District, 
in  the  name  of  Bro.  James  A.  Dale,  was  granted. 

Warrant  No.  2008,  No.  11  District,  was  handed  in  and  cancelled. 

An  application  for  the  renewal  of  Warrant  1900,  No.  1  1  District, 
in  the  name  of  Bro.  William  Gaw,  was  granted. 

It  was  reported  that  Bro.  Samuel  M'Kee  Barry,  D.M.  of  District 
No.  15,  died  on  the  14th  January,  1896. 

On  the  motion  of  Bro.  Wm.  Orr,  d.m.  No.  9,  seconded  by  Bro. 
Rev.  Canon  Smyth,  d.g.c  ,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  convey  the 
sympathy  of  the  members  to  the  widow  of  the  late  Bro.  Barry.        , 

A  complaint  was  received  from  Bro.  James  btice,  G.s.  of  Scotland, 
as  to  the  difficulty  experienced  by  the  Scottish  Lodges  in  obtaining 
replies  to  letters  addressed  to  the  various  Lodges  in  County  Down  as 
to  certificates  of  members  who  have  come  to  reside  in  Scotland. 

The  District  Officers  were  requested  to  see  to  this,  and  to  urge 
upon  the  Secretaries  of  private  Lodges  the  necessity  of  immediately 
answering  all  letters  addressed  to  them. 


COUNTY  DOWN  GRAND  ORANGE  LODGE. 


Resolutions  were  received  from  Lurgan  District  Lodge  and 
Holy  wood  District  Lodge  No.  14  as  to  the  desirability  of  having  a 
Benefit  Branch  established  in  connection  with  the  Institution. 

Bro.  Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler,  d.g.c,  proposed,  Bro.  John  Forsythe, 
d.m.  No.  14,  seconded,  and  it  was  resolved — 

"  That  the  resolution  of  the  Holywood  District  be  sent  forward  to 
the  G.O.L.I.,  as  approved  of  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  viz.  :  'That  the 
members  are  of  opinion  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ireland  to  earnestly  consider  the  advisability  of  forming  a  benefit 
section  in  connection  with  the  Orange  Institution,  as  we  believe  it 
would  tend  to  popularise  and  strengthen  the  Society,  not  only  in  this 
country,  but  also  in  England  and  Scotland.' " 

It  was  resolved,  on  the  motion  of  Bro.  Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler,  d.g.c., 
seconded  by  Bro.  John  Forsythe,  d.m.  No.  1 4 — 

"  That  we  beg  to  tender  our  sincere  sympathy  with  the  relatives 
of  our  late  Bro.  W.  E.  Caldbeck,  G.s.  of  Ireland,  who  devoted  much 
time  and  energy  to  the  furtherance  of  the  principles  of  the  Orange 
Institution  in  Ireland,  and  we  desire  to  record  our  sense  of  the  obliga- 
tion under  which  the  whole  Institution  rests  owing  to  the  constant  care 
for  its  welfare  which  he  exhibited  as  Grand  Secretary." 

The  Deputy  Grand  Secretary  reported  that  Lodges  976  and  20.20 
had  broken  Law  10  by  printing  an  account  of  the  private  business  of 
the  Lodge  meetings  in  the  Weekly  News.  The  District  Officers  were 
asked  to  prevent  these  irregularities  in  future. 

Bro.  Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler,  d.g.c,  reported  that  the  Castle wellan 
Orange  Hall  had  been  completely  overhauled,  and  was  now  a  credit  to 
the  Order.  A  debt  remained  upon  the  building,  and  permission  was 
granted  to  issue  circulars  appealing  for  assistance. 

Resolved,  on  the  motion  of  Bro.  R.  M'Brlde,  dm.  No.  13, 
seconded  by  Bro.  Robert  Brown,  d.g.t,  d.m.  No.  18  : 

"  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  be  authorised  to  pay  out  of  the  funds 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  sum  of  Five  Pounds  sterling  to  the  Treasurer 
of  Crieve  Orange  Hall." 

On  the  proposition  of  Bro.  Alexander  H.  Gordon,  d.m.  No.  5, 
seconded  by  Bro.  Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler,  d.g.c  ,  d.d.m.,  it  was  resolved : 

"  That  the  Grand  Master,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  Down,  and 
the  District  Master  of  Newry  District  No.  9,  for  the  time  being,  be 
appointed  the  Trustees  of  Commons  Orange  Hall,  Newry." 

District  Lodges  Nos.  8  and  16  sent  contributions  of  £1  and  7s 
respectively  towards  the  Fund  raised  for  the  repair  of  the  Boyne 
Obelisk,  about  which  Bro.  Rev.  W.  C.  Marker  appealed  at  the  last 
county  meeting.

The  D.G.S.  read  a  long  correspondence  that  he  had  with  the 
Secretary  of  Loyal  Orange  Lodge,  No.  79,  Portland,  America,  from 
which  it  appeared  that  Finnis  L.O.L.  326,  of  No.  3  District,  had  issued 
a  Certificate  to  Hugh  Dennison,  formerly  a  member  of  the  Lodge,  now 
residing  in  Portland,  who  was  expelled  from  the  Institution  in  the 
year  1875  The  Certificate  was  signed  by  the  W.M.  and  Secretary  of 
L.O.L.  326,  and  sealed,  and  had  never  been  sent  to  any  of  the  County 
Officers  to  be  countersigned.

Joseph  Martin,  w.M.  of  L.O.L.  326  pleaded 
ignorance  of  the  laws,  and  was  severely  censured  for  this  gross  breach 
of  them. 

Rev.  Freeman  Dudley, 
d.c.  No.  6,  seconded  by  Bro.  John  Stuart,  d.d.m.  No.  4, 

"That  the  Certificate  issued  by  L.O.L.,  No.  326,  to  Hugh 
Dennison,  be  cancelled,  and  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  inform 
the  Brethren  of  L.O.L.  79,  Portland,  U.S.A.,  to  that  effect,  and  to 
request  that  the  document  be  returned." 

Warrant  No.  1542,  District  No.  9,  was  handed  in  and  ordered  to 
be  cancelled. 

An  application  from  five  Brethren  for  a  new  Warrant,  to  work  in 
Ballyblack,  under  the  jurisdicaion  of  District  No.  11,  in  the  name  of 
Bro.  John  Canning,  w.M.,  was  approved  of  on  the  motion  of  Bro.  Hugh 
Bell,  g.t.,  d.m.  No.  1  seconded  by  Bro.  Rev.  Robert  Oswald,  d.g.c. 
The  number  1951  to  be  obtained  if  possible. 

The  Warrant  of  L.O.L.  2017,  District  No.  13,  was  ordered  to  be 
cancelled  for  non-attendance  and  non-payment  of  dues,  on  the  proposition 
of  Bro.  Robert  M'Bride,  d.m.  No.  13,  seconded  by  Bro.  Robert 
Brown,  d.m.  No.  18. 

Applications  were  received  from  L.O.  Lodges  490,  525,  and  578, 
District  No.  16,  to  be  transferred  to  the  jurisdiction  of  No.  6  District, 
under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Belfast.  The  transfer  had  been  approved 
of  by  the  Belfast  Grand  Lodge.  After  considerable  discussion  it  was 
resolved,  on  the  motion  of  Bro.  Rev.  Robert  Oswald,  d.m.  No.  3, 
seconded  by  Bro.  Robert  M'Bride,  d.m.  No.  13 — 

"  That,  in  view  of  the  extension  of  the  Belfast  City  Boundary  in 
November,  1897,  no  action  be  taken  with  regard  to  the  proposed 
transfer  at  present."
